A LOCAL LAW FIXING THE SALARIES OF CERTAIN COUNTY OFFICERS AND
EMPLOYEES OF WARREN COUNTY

BE IT ENACTED, by the Board of Supervisors of the County of Warren, New

York, as follows:

SECTION 1. Effective January 1, 2008, the salaries, including longevity
increments, if any, of the following county officers and employees are hereby fixed

and established as follows:

SECTION 2. The salaries established for the county officers and employees
named in Section 1 hereof include longevity payments, if any, added to the base
salary of the county officer or employee in accordance with a schedule providing such
longevity increments based on the number of years of county service as may be

adopted by the Board of Supervisors by resolution.

SECTION 3. Any and all prior schedules of compensation for the aforesaid
county officers and employees are hereby superseded.

SECTION 4. All Local Laws heretofore adopted by Warren County affecting
the aforementioned county officers' salaries are hereby amended accordingly.

SECTION 5. This Local Law is subject to referendum on petition as provided
by subdivision 2(h) of Section 24 of the Municipal Home Rule Law. This Local Law
shall become effective 45 days after its adoption and upon filing in the Office of the
Secretary of State, except that this Local Law shall not be effective until approved by
affirmative vote of qualified electors, if a petition requesting a referendum is filed as

provided under the Municipal Home Rule Law.
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
